The 102 (b) rejection and 103 (a) rejections over Hcaplus 130:124995 are 
withdrawn in light of applicant's comments filed 2/26/09. The 1 12, firs paragraph 
rejection of claims 5, 10-11, 13, 14, 17-18, 21-23, 26 are rendered moot in light of 
applicant's amendment and remarks filed 2/26/09. 
(new rejections) 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 5, 10, 1 1, 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Hcaplus 130:124995. 

Hcaplus 130:124995 teaches the compound. 



difference between the prior art compound and the instantly claimed compounds is the 
placement of the R2Ar moiety on the pyridyl ring. In the prior art compound, the R2Ar 
moiety is in the ortho position and in the instant compound it is in the meta position. 

The compounds are used for treating disorders mediated full or in part by mGluR5 as 
are the instant compounds. The prior art compounds and instant compounds are 
positional isomers of one another and are similar structurally. Due to the similarity in 
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structure between the prior art compounds and instant compounds and the fact that the 
instant compounds and compositoins have the same use as the prior art compounds, it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the prior art 
compounds to arrive at the instant compounds. Accordingly, the compounds and 
compositions are deemed unpatentable therefrom in the absence of a showing of 
unexpected results for the claimed compounds over those of the generic prior art 
compounds. 

Claims 13, 14, 17-18, 21 , 22, and 26 are objected to because they are based on 
a rejected claim.
